Verizon Wireless formally requests under the Contra Costa General Plan and Title 8 of the
Zoning code, approval of a Use Permit for a new commercial telecommunications facility
in a Planned Development District.

SITE INFORMATION

The property is 5.4 acres and is zoned as an PD district. The surrounding parcels to the
north, east and south are also zoned PD. The current use of the property is the Delta
Community Presbyterian Church, They also run an elementary school on property. The
current uses of the property will not be adversely affected by the Verizon use. Also There
are two other carriers on the property. T-Mobile along with AT&T each have separate
facilities on the parcel. Verizon intends to cluster their facility near the other two to
minimize impacts. The site has direct access to a public right of way via Willow Lake
Road.

PROJECT DESCRIPTION

In order to provide clear, consistent mobile communications service to the area of Bethel
Island and east Oakley, Verizon Wireless proposes to construct and operate an unmanned
telecommunications facility on the property located at 1900 Willow Lake Road. The site
will consist of a 65’ monopine that supports nine (9) panel antennas and nine (9) RRU’s.
There is a 17’ X 25’ lease area that will contain radio equipment cabinets, a back up desiel
generator and other miscellaneous equipment. PG&E electric service and AT&T high
capacity fiber service are the only utilities that will be needed to operate the facility. These
two services will be connected to via two nearby underground vaults owned by each
service provider. Both utility services will be brought to the site via underground conduits.
No additional easements on property not owned by our Lessor are needed. The 30 KW
diesel generator for back up power only will also be placed on the raised platform. This 30
KW standby generator has a double-walled diesel belly tank, which will fuel the generator.

This generator will run only in emergency situations and for a ten (10) minute test once a
week to ensure it is operating correctly. Verizon wants the entire network to be able to
sustain itself in the event of extended blackout situations. Lastly, in order to fit the Verizon
equipment area in the rear of the property where the property owner(s) prefer Verizon’s
equipment to be, we had to remove two parking spaces. Verizon is creating a new parking
area in the front that will add 12 parking spaces, which should help reduce parking
congestion on the property. ’

Verizon wanted to collocate where the other two carriers are located to minimize impacts
throughout Discovery Bay. Verizon also assessed whether they could use one of the two
existing towers on property. On both the T-Mobile tower, which is 50* tall and the AT&T
tower which is 65’ tall, the highest point at which Verizon could attach their antennas on
either tower would be about 40° due to the needed vertical separation requirements between
sets of antennas. This height is not high enough to meet the coverage objective and that
plan was rejected as an option by the Verizon Radio Frequency Engineer. Secondly, the
Verizon antennas would be completely exposed as you can’t install a second set of fake
palm fronds, It would not look realistic to say the least. Therefore Verizon decided it had to
create it’s own tower structure just as AT&T did.

ENVIRONMENTAL EFFECTS

The proposed facility will not result in significant impacts to the environment or to the
area in which it is located. It does not present a safety hazard, and there is minimal traffic
usage (typically one to two site visits per month.) Operation of the facility will not
conflict with other existing uses in the area. Construction will result in minimal
disturbance to the surrounding area.,

The project should be considered exempt under the California Environmental Quality
Control Act (CEQA) under Section 15303, New Construction or Conversion of Small
Structures. Class 3 consists of construction and location of limited numbers of new, small
facilities or structures, installation of small new equipment and facilities in small
structures,

MAINTENANCE PROGRAM

The proposed facility will be unmanned and will not require the use of services such as
water, sewet, or police. Electric power and telephone services are the only necessary
utilities. Local utility companies will assist in extending services to the proposed location.

After construction is complete, the site will be visited one or two times a month for routine
maintenance,

In addition, each facility is monitored 24 hours a day, electronically for intrusion and
environmental disruption. The facility will also contain a sign identifying a 1-800 number
to call in case of an emergency (manned 24 hours a day by Verizon employees) and
identifying it as a Verizon facility. Verizon will be in compliance with all FCC regulations
regarding signage at the facility.
